He says he does 
not wish to be understood as an egotist 
when he ventures the assertion that the 
saloon-keepers In Bloomfield, taken as a 
class, are as good citizens as auy other 
class In the community. He contends 
that the attempt to socially ostracize 
the saloon-keeper Is a movemeut of 
recent origin, and is eutirely due to a 
sentiment worked up by radical temper¬ 
ance advocates who are doing It for 
effect. He claims that the saloon-keeper 
pays his taxes as promptly as auy other 
citizen. He also contributes as freely 
to charity aud assists in every move¬ 
meut of a public character. He com¬ 
plains that in all thie the saloou-keeper 
Is charged with Insincerity; that It Is 
sliuply a matter of business with him ;

TUESDAY’S STORM. 


but Did Not 8|»oll 
Jk L Co.'a Annual 


It Was Very Heavy, 

the Fuu at E«mx H 

MoctiuK. 

Sergeant Dunu of the weather oflce 
was In a serious dilemma on Tuesday 
evening. As he looked down from hi* 
lofty position on top of the Equitable 
Building into the streets of the great 
metropolis and saw the thousands of 
hurnsn beings sweltering In the oppresive 
heat of one of the hottest June days ex¬ 
perienced In years, his heart was touch¬ 
ed and he realized that rain would he 
a great relief to sufferiug bumanitj. 
“Rais we must have," said the com¬ 
passionate Sergeant. Before pressing 
the button be cast his eye lu the direc¬ 
tion of the suburban towns over in 
Jersey, aud it rested ou Bloomfield. 
Then he saw a sight that caused him to 
pause In his determination. He beheld 
a scene of activity aud bustle lu the 
vicinity of the truck-house ou Gleuwood 
Aveuue, and it suddenly occurred to hlui 
that the auulversary celebration of the 
great aud only “Essex," the pride of the 
Bloomfield Fire Department, aud the 
peer of any suburbau department in any 
State, was to be celebrated that night. 
Aud thus the Sergeaut meditated : “If

Ou receipt of the magnanimous orders 
from bis large-hearted chief the Sergeaut 
pressed the buttou. The clouds began 
to gather,',the breezes to stir, the light¬ 
ning flashes followed oue another with 
instantaneous rapidity, and the thunder 
!(egau to rumble in the distance. The 
sight in the beaveus was inagniflceutly 
grand.

The members of the company were 
nearly all present, but the Invited guests 
were deterred by the storm and ouiy a 
few of them succeeded In reaching the 
truck-house. It was after nine o'clock 
before the assemblage was called to 
order by the President, Howard B. 
Davis. The result of the balloting for 
new officers was announced, aud the re¬ 
tiring President Davis vacated the chair 
aud gave place to his successor, Dr. W. 
H. Van Gleson. 

The appeal of the Board of Mauagers 
of the Mountainside Hospital to the 
metnliers of the Fire Department for 
fuuds for the new hospital building was 
read. President Van Gleson, Frauk

In making It a success. Attention was 
called to the fact that the company 
would give an excursion to Ioua Island 
on August 9, and the mendiers wore 
urged to devote their energies toward 
making it a grand affair. 

After dispensing with business, the 
eutertaiumeut was proceeded with. 
Somo of the talent exacted was kept 
away by the storm, but every cloud lias 
Its silver lining, and fortunately for 
Essex aud their frieuds that local prluce 
of humorists, Johu F. Dillon, came to 
the rtscue, and like the lamented iuimit- 
able George L. Fox t he appearance of 
Mr. Dlllou at once, dispelled the gloom, 
and at the conclusion of Ids “Ta Ka-Ha- 
Boom De Ay" all thoughts of storm aud 
absent ones had passed away. Mr. 
Dillon’s parody on this snug contained 
many happy hits directed at |N»pular 
members of the company* He simply 
“brought down the house." Mr. Dillon 
W’as In prime condition Tuesday night 
and many of Ids jokes and songs were 
new to the audience. He was loudly 
applauded and frequently recalled. A 
piano nolo was pot formed by Mr. Parker.
